LAGRAM below shows you the shape of 

the hat. when it’s spread out flat; both 

sides are exactly the same. Draw out 
the measurements on a sheet of stiff white 
paper. Centre line, C to D, is 14 inches: 
width E to I is 814, inches. 

Cut the slots A and B roughly where . 
they arc marked on the diagram, and mark 
-the lines G, where press studs will go. The 
bow in‘the front of the hat will go through 
slots A: the shaped band whieh ties at the 
back, keeping the hat on your head, will 0 
through slots B. eos aes 

Fold the paper along the dotted lines 
and try it on to see how it, fits, By pin- 
‘ning it where the press studs will be, and 
running, a tape through the slots, you Will 
be-able to make it fit your head. 

When you are sure you've got all the 
“measurements right, cut the pattern down 
the centre line, C to D, keeping one half 
as culting-out pattern, ‘Fold apiece , of 
pique (which must be 14 ‘inches long, 9 
inches wide) in two down the centre, Pin 
it on-to the paper pattern and cut out, mark- 
ing. positions of folds and slots’ in pencil. 

Do this twice, for’ the hat is made in

DEBT MAY 
LAND ONE 
IN PRISON | 


New York, June 12. 
T is theoretically possible for 
a man owing a_ five dollar 
debt to become’ so enmeshed in 
a series of legal procedures 
that he may Iand in a New 
York City Gaol. : 


It is even possible for him to 
be put in gaol before being tried 
and found gullty of not paying 
the debt. 

If fraud, negligence or one of a 
number of ether sorts of culpability 
appear involved in the ‘debt, the 
debtor can be guoled after the judg- 
ment or even before trint of the 
case, {f the Judge deems jt advisable 
to hold the debtor for trial.
